Court of Appeal* Bales That Stanley 
fgwailniiliin Did Not Follow Law 
In HaUar Aloptioat. 

mnktort, Ky., Jttnrl4.-IY>r "fail- 
ure on the part of the commission to 

perform certain ministerial duties on- 
Joined by statute, which are manda- 
tory and so clearly defined that the 
very manner of their performance is 
presoribed," tbe Court of Appeals 
Friday bold iavalld tlw adoption of 
teztbooln for the common schools by 
the Stanley conimlsjilon, and affirmed 
the judgment of the Frankfort Circuit 
Court nMiuiriii)-; tlic fiovernor to re- 
convene the conimlBsion, advertise for 
new bids and let tbe contracts all over 
again for furnishing textbooks during 
the next Ave years. 

The opinion was delivered by Judge 
Settle, and was unanimous, save as to 
the right of Prof. K. n. Weathers, Jr.. 
of Franklin, to brlnK the suit against 
tlie State Textbook Conimission. 

On this point the court stood three 
to iiireeitind tbe Judgment was af- 
firmed by a divided bench. 

By this narrow margin did Prof. 
Weathers stay in court, but once safe- 
ly in there was no division on the 
(lui'stion. after tbe facts were before 
the Judges. 

The division showed that there was 
no politics in the decision. Two Dem- 
ocrats and one Republican i^ere on 
either side. Judges Settle, Clarke and 
Sampson held to the view that Prof. 
Weathers was a proper party to sue, 
and Judges Thomas, Hurt and Quin 
declared he did not have sufficient In- 
terest in the adoption to maintain bis 
action. 

Among other grounds cited by 
Judge Settle for sustaining his right 

was that the law gave cities the right 
to accept the Slate aiiopliiins at the 
same price, and stated that this was 
for the purpose of encouraging uni- 
formity in textbook adoptions thru- 
out tbe State. FV>r this reason he be- 
lieved ^f. Weathers, as a oltlien of 
Franklin, was Interested In the adop- 
tion. 

The court held that the law plainly 
speciHed that 50 per cent, of tbe 
books in use must be readopted at the 
same or less price, and if 50 per cent, 
are not ottered at the same or less 
price tbe commissi«as,«wt advertise 
anew for bids. 

The court said the commission has 
nothing to do with subjects, as they 
are i)rcscriboil hy statute and the 
Board of Education. 

It adopts books, and where the word 
subjects is used in the statute with 
reference to adoption It must be con- 
structed to mean books. The law uses 
the two rather indiscriminately. 

Taking the figures presented in the 
brief for the commission, the court 
said, it plainly changed more than .'in 
per cent of the books or prices. It 
contended that nineteen books, or M.7 
per cent, were readopted at tbe old 
price; eighteen, or 25.5 per cent, were 
readopted at hipher price, and thirty- 
four, or 47.8 per cent., were new adop- 

tloaa.

tlon of wttneBses, Coroner Warner 

rendered hia verdict as follows: i 

"From the testnnony in this caee, 
from what 1 <aM Icarii and view and 
gather, 1 would find that the deceased, 
Clyde B. Edgington, came to his death 
by drowning in the waters of Brush 
Creek, Adams county, Ohio, on June 8. 
1919. from fear of bodily harm of 
threats made by one James Belvin." 

Immediately following the Inqiieflt, 
Belvin was arrested and taken before 
Mayor Robuck, before whom he en- 
tered a plea of not guilty to a charge 
of manslBttghter, waived an examina- 
tion of witnesses and was bound over 
to the common pleas court Mayor 
Robuck fixed hte bond at J500, which 
the accused was unable to furnish and 
he was committed to the county Jail. 



LAST WEEK FOR 

GERMANS TO SIGN 

Armsltlce Will £nd on June £1 and 
Enemy Must Before Then Hlgn. 

Paris, June 14.— Saturday, June 21. 
apparently will be "der tag" tor the 
Germans. 

There was every indication today 
that within a week Germany's answer 
will be known— she either will accept 
or reject the revised pesos treaty. 

This was based on the assumption 
that the reply to the tleniian couii- 
ter-proiiosals will be submitted Mon- 
day, and that the enemy will be giv- 
en five days to reach a decision. 

This period also is expected to In- 
clude the three days for renunciation 
of tbe armistice, provided in the orig- 
inal term» of that document If tbe 
Germans do not accept the ripw -.in- 
liiiioni). the armistice would be de- 
clared at an end after the first two 
days, and the allies would be free to 
resume hostilities Saturday, the final 
day for rejection or acceptance. 

The superior blockade council met 
today for flnal consideration of eco- 
nomic measures to be undertaken 
against Germany in event she re- 
fuses to sign. 

The Big Five was completing con- 
sideration of tbe Rhine question and 
cleaning np minor details today. This 
body was understood to have decided 
military occupation tit the -Rhine 
districts shall bo under control 
i)f civilian coninilsBlons, Instituting 
probably tbe most important change 
In the treaty that will be conceded 
to the Germans. '
